countrv arc enlitled to know of this 
fact. 


Welsh, who is mayor of Grand 


Rapids, Mich., said he spokes for 
the country's major cities which 
•operate 90 per cent of the na- 
tion's important airports." 


'If the Congress finally sustains 


Ihe recommendations of the House 
Appropriations Committee in Isash- 
ing the air safely program budget 
of the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration," he said, "the cities want 
here and now to serve notice that 
beginning July 1 next Ihis country 
will witness an epidemic of air- 
plane crasnes the like of which we 
have never experienced.

Successfully." Parents of any age 
can become too attached to their 
children. While it happens more of- 
ten to women, men are also liable 
to the affliction. 


There is a limit to all things, in- 
cluding affection. Too much of it 
destroys the fine relationship which 
should exist between group mem- 
bers. While everyone likes to feel 
that he belongs to someone, all of 
us insist that our thoughts and our 
acts should-, be our own, after we 
have acquired mature judgment. 


Children may become the means 


by which parents try to overcome 
their frustrations. It may not have 
been possible for a parent to go to 
college so he is going to send his 
children to take the course he wish- 
ed to take, 
. 


Many women concentrate all their 
interest and affection on 
their 


children, forgetting that .eventually 
all children grow up and wish 
to 


lead lives of their own. These mo- 
thers become panicky over 
the 


situation and illness follows. Their 
difficulties -are functual, not or- 
ganic. They do not endanger life, 
but by living as invalids, these wo- 
men can continue to control their 
children. 


Win Respect of Youth 


Many mother - in- law difficul- 
ties revolve around the fear

aging and of being displaced. Fam- 
ilies duplicate society at large in 
their struggle for control. How hap- 
py everyone could be if only we 
realized it. 


Youth and age can be friends if

Parents of any age 
can become too attached to their 
children. While it happens more of- 
ten to women, men are also liable 
to the affliction. 


There is a limit to all things, in- 
cluding affection. Too much of it 
destroys the fine relationship which 
should exist between group mem- 
bers. While everyone likes to feel 
that he belongs to someone, all of 
us insist that our thoughts and our 
acts should-, be our own, after we 
have acquired mature judgment. 


Children may become the means 


by which parents try to overcome 
their frustrations. It may not have 
been possible for a parent to go to 
college so he is going to send his 
children to take the course he wish- 
ed to take, 
. 


Many women concentrate all their 
interest and affection on 
their 


children, forgetting that .eventually 
all children grow up and wish 
to 


lead lives of their own. These mo- 
thers become panicky over 
the 


situation and illness follows. Their 
difficulties -are functual, not or- 
ganic. They do not endanger life, 
but by living as invalids, these wo- 
men can continue to control their 
children. 


Win Respect of Youth 


Many mother - in- law difficul- 
ties revolve around the fear

aging and of being displaced. Fam- 
ilies duplicate society at large in 
their struggle for control. How hap- 
py everyone could be if only we 
realized it. 


Youth and age can be friends if

Older people will win the respect

Successfully." Parents of any age 
can become too attached to their 
children. While it happens more of- 
ten to women, men are also liable 
to the affliction. 


There is a limit to all things, in- 
cluding affection. Too much of it 
destroys the fine relationship which 
should exist between group mem- 
bers. While everyone likes to feel 
that he belongs to someone, all of 
us insist that our thoughts and our 
acts should-, be our own, after we 
have acquired mature judgment. 


Children may become the means 


by which parents try to overcome 
their frustrations. It may not have 
been possible for a parent to go to 
college so he is going to send his 
children to take the course he wish- 
ed to take, 
. 


Many women concentrate all their 
interest and affection on 
their 


children, forgetting that .eventually 
all children grow up and wish 
to 


lead lives of their own. These mo- 
thers become panicky over 
the 


situation and illness follows. Their 
difficulties -are functual, not or- 
ganic. They do not endanger life, 
but by living as invalids, these wo- 
men can continue to control their 
children. 


Win Respect of Youth 


Many mother - in- law difficul- 
ties revolve around the fear

aging and of being displaced. Fam- 
ilies duplicate society at large in 
their struggle for control.
